HOW CAN THE WHISKY-TAX BE COL 
LECTED:? 


It is evident enough, or ought to be evi- 
dent, tothe Treasury Department that the 
present machinery for' collecting the whisky- 
tax is a failure. It is also evident that the 
rate of the tax does not affect the ease of col- 
lection or diminish the amount of stealing. 
On the other hand, the stealings grow bigger 
as the rate is increased. When the present 
whisky rings were formed, the rate was 70 
cents per gallon. A year ago, the rate was 
increased to 90 cent# and the stealing was 
increased in proportion. It has been fixed at 
all possible figures, up anddown. Originally, 
we believe, it was 20 cents, and it bse been 
as high as $2.50, upon which an avers of 
14 cents was collected. Cheating has t=<» 
carried on industriously under every rats « 
tax, owing to the defective method of co Le- 
tion, and the defect of the method is clearly 
enough owing to the fact that the collec- 
tion of the tax is risked entirely upon 
the honesty of the Government officials, and 
what the honesty of these Government offi- 
cials is has been shown in the whisky prose- 
cutions that have already been instituted. 
The developments show that these officials 
‘are cheap men,—Gaugers, Storekeepers, and 
small political bummers, who make a busi- 
ness of seeking these places, and who almost 
invariably stand in with the liquor men, and 
share the plunder derived from “the 
crooked.” This has been the experience of 
the Government for fourteen years. The 
present prosecutions may be effective for the 


time. They have resulted in punishing some 


men, and it is to be hoped will punish oth- 
ers, but they are only temporary. Secretary 
Bristow cannot remain in office forever. 
There must be a new Secretary, and under 
his administration there will be new sets of 
revenue Officials. New bummers will step into 
the places of the old ones. New rings will 
be formed. The old methods of robbery 
will be improved upon, and the new whisky 
thieves will be even more expert than the old 
ones in the business of plundering the reve- 
nue. We may predict with absolute certain- 
ty that this cheating will go on just so long 
as the present methods of collecting the tax 
are kept in operation, whatever firmness or 
vigor the Secretary of the Treasury may dis- 
play. The temptations are too enormous and 
the opportunities too frequent to be resisted, 
especially when nothing stands in the way 
but corruptible officials who follow plunder 
as a profession. 

In the Old World, the experiences of the 
prominent Go vernments are different. They 
have an entirely different mode of collection, 
which has worked toacharm. It is a little 
singular that our Government officials in the 
Treasury Department have not studied the 
European methods, instead of leaving such 
important interests at the discretion of minor 
officials who are paid $3 or $4 per day. We 
levy a tax of 70 or 90 cents, as the case may 
be, and don’t collect it, while England levies 
a tax of $2.50 m gold and. collects it clean. 
This tax is its principal source of revenue, 
and every year the revenue from this source 
is increasing. In Germany and France, where 
the same method of collection is in opera- 
tion, they have no trouble. Their method is 
to tax the maximum capacity of the distillery, 


|} the capacity being calculated by the distiller 


at so many gallons per month, upon which 
the tax is paid in advance, and after this ca- 
pacity tax is paid the goods are free. There 
are no Government Gaugers or Storekeepers 
employed in the distillery, the only officer 
being an Inspector, who watches the progress 
of the distillers, and the distillers know noth- 
ing of stamps or anything of thekind All 
that the distiller has to do is to live up to his 
declaration, and the Inspector helps him do it. 
Under the operations of this law no frauds 
of any importance have been attempted,-and 
the method has proved so complete that in 
Germany no change has been made in it for 
fifty years. It has worked with the same suc- 
cessful results also in England and France. 
There is no bribery, blackmailing, or 
collusion of Government officials with dis- 
tillers for purposes of dividing plunder. A 
few cases of petty frauds, involving a few 
hundred dollars, have been discovered ; but in 
each of these instances the fraud was prompt- 
ly detected, the property was seized and con- 
fiscated, and the guilty party sent to prison. 
Now, here is a system which in Europe has 
successfully stood the tests of fifty years’ 
operation. Why do not our Government 
officials investigate it, and if there is any de- 
fect in it point it out? If there is no defect 
in it, if other Governments have successfully 
collected their taxes under it, and also pro- 
vented corruption and fraud, why should it 
not be adopted in place of our own 
wretched and worthless plan, which not 
only defrauds the revenue, but has 
also demoralized the public service, and 
transformed men who are naturally hon- 
est into criminals because they cannot resist 


the temptations it sets before them? It is a | 


very simple matter. We have a method of

THE MASSACRE OF THE INNOCENTS. 

Trade-unions are Molochs to which fathers 
sacrifice their children. By rigidly limiting 
the number of apprentices, they condemn 
American boys to lives of idleness, crime, 
and misery, There are said to be, at this 


moment, in the single State of Pennsylvania, 


150,000 children who are prevented by the 
unions from learning any trade. This is an 
awful fact. Suppose we put it in a different 
way, more striking perhaps, but none the less 
true. A number of Pennsylvanians have de- 
liberately set about training 150,000 children 
to steal and alay. Or it may be said that a 
school for thieves, like that of Old Facm, 
has beén opened in that State, and 
has 150,000 pupils. It has branches, too, 
in every State. The schools of the street are 
open forever, while the doors to the mechanic 
arts and to every department of skilled labor 
open only to the favored few. This system 
turns hundreds of thousands of people who 
are naturally honest into scamps and swin- 
dlers. The wear and tear of public morals is 
enormous, The rules limiting the number 
of apprentices are dictated by fear lest an 
overplus of labor may reduce the wages of 
the particular trade. But the men engaged 
in that trade thus exclude their own sons 
from it, and run in debt themselves be- 
cause they have made it impossible 
for their children to labor. The average 
family of a workingman consists of himself, 
his wife, and three children, The reports of 
the different labor-bureaus in the Eastern 
States show that this family cannot be sup- 
ported by the wages which the average work- 
ingman gets. Unless these are eked out by 
those of his children, they cannot pay for 
the food, clothing, and shelter of five bodies. 
In Massachusetts, 35 per cent of the heads 
of families are able, by their individual earn- 
ings, to provide for their families’ needs, 
while 65 per cent rely upon the assistance 
of wives and children.” The earnings of 
wives are so less, as a rule, than 
the savings they would make by staying at 
home, that the main reliance is on child- 
labor. In Pennsylvania, where only one male 
minor is employed for every twenty-five men, 
how can the men expect to save anything or’ 
even to pay their daily expenses? In fast, 
they do not pay them. They run in debt. 
Nearly one hundred trades pursued in the in- 
dustrial centres of the country are closed to 
American boys. They are recruited from our 
foreign immigrants and from American adults 
who have picked up by hook or crook some 
slight sill. The ste-dy d- L in skilled la- 
bor in ts coomtry is due to the barbarous 
ra7=tctiens which forbid boys to really learn 
a tsode. Mr. Coopzr, a State Senator of 
Pennsylvania, said in a recent speech on this 
subject : 

We want skilled labor, and we must have it if our 
people are to continue their progress—rather, if they 
are to avoid ruin. The time has come, and I believe 
it has come to stay, when skill of hands is necessary to 


tion. Let us remember the recent utterance of GiaD-. 
STOKE, that The best way to elevate labor is to keep 
our children in ik. 

The cry of the future will be not only free 
trade but free labor. If the unions can be 
checkmated only by the establishment of 
public technical schools, the people will see 
that such schools are created. They would 
certainly be of more practical value to the 
many than the average high school is to the 
few. 


TIONISTS. 

As was to be expected, the Pennsylvania 
and other Protection papers are exceedingly 
disgusted with the proposed amendments of 
the tariff. The two Chicago organs of taxa- 
tion to support a system of pauperism join in 
the protest against national taxation for the 
personal benefit of the few. The cry of

Europe is regarded by these people as in- 
tensely crushing. The Philadelphia Inguirer 
says: 

The bill is so sweeping in its nature as to be likely 
to meet with, in part, the condemnation of every geo- 
tion ef the country, for, while it strikes a biow at all 
the great industries of the nation by a large reduction 
of import duties at the very time when they most 
need the encouragement of a high PROTECTIVE TARIFF, 
it retmposes the obnoxious tax on tea and coffee, or, as 
has been pertinently said, upon the poor man’s break- 
fast table, As to the first, it so reduces the import 
rates of daty as to bring into unfair competition with 
our own manufacturers and workingmen the manu- 


‘factures of Europe, manufactured by a class little 


above that of American paupera. The result will cer- 
tainly be either the closing of our mines, forges, fac- 
tories, shops, and mills, or a great reduction of the 
price of labor. Under this Tariff bill, if our manufac- 
turers are to compete with foreign manufacturers, our 
laboring classes must consent to accept such starvation 
wages as are nad to foreign workmen, and they must 
further pay an enhanced price for their tea and cof- 
fee. 

The Philadelphia Bulletin says : 

The Ways and Means Committee intend to-day to 
report to the House a Tariff bill which will greatly 
modify the existing revenue laws, the purpose being 
to reduce the duties upon imports so as to carry out 
the favorite Democratic idea of a tariff for revenue 
only, 80 far as practicable. 

The Philadelphia Press says: 

This very week the Lonsdale Milis in Rhode Island 
went to work at reduced wages after a three-weeks’ 
strike, The factory employs some 1,400 hands. If

The Bulktin 
denounces the bill as proposing a tariff “ for 
revenue only.” The Press insists that the 
condition of the laboring class in that city 
and in all parts of the country is deplorable; 
that from 50,000 to 70,009 persons formerly 
employed at manufacturing im Philadelphia 
are now out of work. We have dheretafore | 


tof the 


of his constituents, including: men, 
women, and children, theretofore employed in 
manufacturing, had been practically idle since 
1873, and that so dreadful and protracted 
had been their poverty that they were grate- 
ful for the crusts given to beggars, and that 
thousands of able-bodied workmen had been 
forced to become tramps, seeking for food 
they had no opportunity to earn. We have 
published also the statements of Senator 
Watiace (Democrat), detailing the wretched 
condition of the unemployed workmen of 
Pennsylvania. 
We have no purpose to discredit these 
storjes. Pennsylvania has enjoyed most lib- 
eral protection to all her industries for fif- 


‘teen years, and enjoys it now. What has 
been the effect upon the workmen? During 


the last ten years her miners have not been 
employed even at “ starvation wages” more 
than an average of eight months in the year. 
Her furnaces are extinguished, her mills 
idle, her factories are closed, her workmen, 
and workingwomen, and children have been 
forced to the lowest pauperism. This, with 
a protection ranging from 50 to 90 per 
cent. Compared with this the condition of 
the workingmen of Europe, who are repre- 
resented as working at *‘ pauper wages,” is 
far above that of these 70,000 working-peo- 
ple of Philadelphia, who cannot get work at 
even pauper wages.” For fifteen years 
the country has staggered under a weight of 
taxation for the benefit of Pennsylvania such 
as no other people were ever subjected to, 
and what is the result? The bankruptcy of 
the employers and the pauperism of the em- 
ployed. 

The manufacturers of New England have 
been in the end but little more successful 
than those of Pennsylvania. . There, too, 
there has not been work enough to give em- 
ployment to labor at more than one-half 
time, and that at the lowest scale of wages. 
The operatives in the cotton mills working 
on half-time have had, however, to pay the 
tax of 40 per cent on the cotton made by 
their own hands and worked up into their 
own shirts and underclothing. While the num- 
ber of workmen employed has been reduced 
and the time of their employment and the 
rates of wages cut down, the great, over- 
whelming taxation on all their clothing and 
on all the other things indispensable to com- 
fort and life has continued; their scant 
wages has been consumed by the very tax 
supposed to have been levied for their 
especial benefit. 

Our manufacturers have been working ua- 
der a fallacious system. ‘They have so taxed 
everything that they have cut themselves off 
from all markets except the domestic one, 
and have reduced consumption in that mar- 
ket. They cannot prod de so as to sell 
abroad, and they have to close their mills one 
aay out of three to prevent having an unsala- 
ble surplus. Instead of reducing the cost of 
production, thereby adding to the consump- 
tion of the home market and being able to 
export their wares to all other markets, they 
have run their mills on half-time, and left 
their laborers to starve. During 1875 Great 
Britain sold in cotton piece goods within a 
market which might be exclusively occupied 
by the cotton manufacturers of this country 


to the following values: 


United States... $10,000,000 
West 8,500,000 Ohinz 


Here at our own doors, protected by over 
3,000 miles of distance, we have permitted 
all this vast trade in eotton to pass into other 
hands, and reduced the sales in our own 
markets, and what has been the result? 
Spasmodic prosperity and eventual bank- 
ruptcy and pauperism ! 

At last, the manufacturers of New England 


| have discovered the improvidence of Protec- 


tion, and have resolved to produce goods for 
export. The export of cotton and leather 
goods has begun, and will prosper, insuring 
enlarged production at a reduced cost and 
an enlarged consumption, giving regular and 
continuous work to labor. 

One of the greatest blessings that could be 
extended to American labor would be the re- 
peal of every protective tax row on the stat- 
ute-book. The effect would be the immedi- 
ate expansion of American manufactures in 
every branch, giving employment to double 
the number of hands now employed, at pro- 
portionately larger wages. Protection has 
accomplished its natural and inevitable re- 
sult,—the pauperism of labor,—and the 
‘sooner it is abolished the better.

The movement to establish United States 


Courts of Appeals, as proposed in a bill in- 


| troduced by Mr. McCrary, seems to be well- 


advised, if it does not carry with it too large 
an expense. There are two reasons why such 
a change seems to be desirable: (1) Because 
the United States Supreme Court is already 
overcrowded with work, and appeal to it is 
incumbered with great expense and serious 
loss of time; (2) the United States District 
Courts now have almost too absolute a power 
in finally disposing of questions of practice 
and form. It is probable that a provision 
for Courts of Appeal located in all the Cir- 
cuits would lead to a liberalization of the 
practice and a speedier revision of errors in 
the lower courts. The Supreme Court, too, 
would be infinitely relieved by confining its 
jurisdiction to writs of error when the sam 
involved exceeds $10,000, and leaving it to 
the consideration mainly of constitutional, 
State, and national questions. If the details 
of Mr. MoCaanr's bill are as well-conceived 
as the principle which prompts it, it should 
receive favorable consideration from Congress, 
and is likely to be productive of good results.

NEW SUITS. 
THE NATIONAL LITHOGRAPHIC INSTITUTE. 

A voluminous bill was filed yesterday in the 
Circuit Curt by William E. Frost, Cyrus W. 
Pomerqy, and Ferdinand Knapwurst, on behalf 
of themselves aud any other stockholders or 
creditors of the institate, against the National 
Lithographic Institute of Chicago, Wi M. Jack- 
son, Edward Ruchlow, B. H. W. Zastrow- 
Kussow, the German National Bank, and Hemp- 
stead Washburn. The complainants state that 
they are stockholders in and Directors of the 
Institute, which was orgauized in February, 
1857, with a capital stock of $12,000, and wae 
limited to the period of four years. The name 
was 'originaliy Eesroyer, Ruehlow & Oo., which 
was m 1873 changed to that which it now bears, 
and the capital stock increased to $50,000. The 
Company, however, has not met with great 
success, and in July last was obliged to com. 
promise its indebtedness of about $7,000 
with its creditors, giving notes payable one-third 
in wo rk on demand, one-third in eash in one 
year, and the remainder in two years from date. 
About the same time the Company borrowed of 
the German-American Bank of Chicago 83. 
687.69, for which it gave its note, due in ove 
year, and as security a chattel-mortgage on all 
ite fixtures, tools, and machinery. 

In August last the Company was reorganized 
under the general laws of the State, intending 
to assume the debts of the old organization, 
and continue business. Shortly after this, 
one W. M. Jackson asked to become a stock- 
holder, stating that he bad $500 iu cash and 
other property. The Company's affairs were 
explained to him, but he etill wished to 
buy, aud it wae then thas he 
should take the stock of Fred Knapwurst. He 
was also to buy up such of the Company's notes 
as he could, and turn them over to the Company, 
which agreed to him in stock.

. GOVERNING THE TEMPERATURE. 
THE REV. L. B. WOOLFOLKE, 

of Lexington, Ky., lectured last night at the 
First Baptist Church, before the Art Circle or- 
ganized by members of the congregation. The 
problem which he discussed was the possibility 
of a method for bringing the currents of the at- 
mosphere, and the storms which they produce, 
under the control of man. 

The lecturer began by stating that the tem- 
perature is governed by the wind; that the 
south wind biings the warmth of a suonier 
clime, while the north wind brings arctic cold. 
If the south wind conld be kept biowing all win- 
ter over the continent, the weather would be 
constantly warm. 

He then showed that the south wind is always 
on the surface of the earth, except during 
storms. And even during storms that the north 
wind never has but one track at once, and that, 
at all points away from the storm-track the 
south wind is blowing upon the surface. Con- 
sequently, if man can make a track for the 
north wind, and keep it there, he can by this 
means keep the south wind on the eurface at all 
other points, and thus maintain genial weather. 

Storms were simpiy the result of a conflict be- 
tween these two currents,—the one passing 
toward the pole, the other toward the equator. 
It was plain that the stratum of warm air along 
the surface of the earth, as it approaches the 
pole, must be compressed together, and the two 
Opposite currents, apon meeting, were, 60 to 
speak, banked up against each other, and the 
smaller, but more easily conventrated, soutb- 
ward current makes for itself a breach. This 
was effected sometimes by electricity, but far 
more frequently by a mechanical process, the 
result of pressure. 

He then proceeded to show bow a cannonade 
always breaks a track for the north wind, and 

ted many instances where battles bad caused 
an eruption of the polar eurrent, and also 
showed, by facts, that when one continent was 
thas ravaged by the boreal wind, the other con- 
tinents Were bathed in the genial warmth of the 
south wind. He said that the Pacitic Ocean is 
the best track for the polar eurrent, and pro- 
poved to keep it there by canuon-firing upon 
the westermost of the Aleutian Islands. He was 
eloquent in depicting the effect of thus keeping 
open the boreal track in the Pacific. The des- 
erts of Asia and America would be visited with 
seasonable rains; warm winds would blow up 
the Atlantic into the Arctic Ocean, bearing be- 
fore them tropical waters, until the Arctic 
coasts, swept with tropical winds, would be- 
come habitable, and the Arctic seas, flooded 
with tropical air and tropical waters, would bo- 
come the higaway of commerce, and vessels 
would sail through open water at the pole.
